(a) The Tax Collector or other municipal official responsible for records of all municipal 
taxes, assessments, betterments and other municipal charges, hereinafter referred to 
as the Tax Collector, shall annually furnish to each department, board, commission 
or division, hereinafter referred to as the licensing authority, that issues license or 
permits including renewals and transfers, a list of any person, corporation, or business 
enterprise, hereinafter referred to as the party, that has neglected or refused to pay 


any local taxes, fees, assessments, betterments or other municipal charges for not 
less than a twelve month period, and that such party has not filed in good faith a 
pending application for an abatement of such tax or a pending petition before the 
appellate tax board. 


(b) The licensing authority may deny, revoke or suspend any license or permit, including 
renewals and transfers of any party whose name appears on said list furnished to 
the licensing authority from the Tax Collector; provided, however, that written notice 
is given to the party and the Tax Collector, as required by applicable provisions of 
law, and the party is given a hearing, to be held not earlier than fourteen days after 
said notice. Said list shall be prima facie evidence for denial, revocation or suspen- 
sion of said license or permit to any party. The Tax Collector shall have the right 
to intervene in any hearing conducted with respect to such license denial, revocation 
or suspension. Any findings made by the licensing authority with respect to such denial, 
revocation or suspension shall be made only for the purpose of such proceeding and 
shall not be relevant to or introduced in any other proceeding at law, except for any 
appeal from such license denial, revocation or suspension. Any license or permit 
denied, suspended or revoked under this section shall not be reissued or renewed un- 
til the license authority receives a certificate issued by the Tax Collector that the party 
is in good standing with respect to any and all local taxes, fees, assessments, bet- 
terments or other municipal charges payable to the municipality as the date of is- 
suance of said certificate. 


(c) Any party shall be given an opportunity to enter into a payment agreement, thereby 
allowing the licensing authority to issue a certificate indicating said limitations to 
the license or permit and the validity of said license shall be conditioned upon the 
satisfactory compliance with said agreement. Failure to comply with said agreement 
shall be grounds for the suspension or revocation of said license or permit; provided, 
however, that the holder be given notice and a hearing as required by applicable pro- 
visions of law. 


(d) The Board of Selectmen may waive such denial, suspension or revocation if it finds 
there is no direct or indirect business interest by the property owner, its officers or 
stockholders, if any, or members of his immediate family as defined in Section I of 
Chapter 268, in the business or activity conducted in or on said property. 


This section shall not apply to the following licenses and permits: open burning, 
section thirteen of chapter forty-eight; bicycle permits, section eleven A of chapter eighty- 
five; sales of articles for charitable purposes, section thirty-three of chapter one hun- 
dred and one; children work permits, section sixty-nine of chapter one hundred and forty- 
nine; clubs, associations dispensing food or beverages licenses, section twenty-one of

ATTIC—That part of a building, immediately under the roof, whose total floor 
area, measured in square feet, and having a height of seven (7) or more feet, does not 
exceed 50% of the floor area of the floor immediately below, and is an area not in- 
tended for habitation or daily use. (Not a ‘‘SSTORY.’’) 


*To add the definition ‘‘BASEMENT”’: 

BASEMENT—That portion of a building, which is partly below and partly above 
grade and having at least one-half (2) its height above grade; except for that case where 
the footprint of the building traverses an existing grade differential in excess of four 
(4) feet. In this single case that portion of the building will be the ‘‘CELLAR’’. 


*To add the definition ‘‘CELLAR”’: 
CELLAR—That portion of a building which is partly or completely below grade 
and having at least one-half of its height below grade. 


*To add the definition ‘‘FIRST STORY”’: 
- FIRST STORY—That story of a building most nearly on a level with the existing 
grade. (Not the ‘“‘CELLAR.”’’) 


*To add the definition ‘‘HALF-STORY’’: 

HALF-STORY—That part of a single family, residential, building whose roofline 
intersects the outside walls at a height not more than 75% (seventy-five percent) of the 
height of the story immediately below, and is arranged or built for storage or habitation. 


*To add the definition ‘‘SSTORY”’: 

STORY—That portion of a building included between the surface of any floor and 
the surface of the next floor above it, or if there is no floor above it, then the space 
between such floor and the ceiling next above it. Any portion of a story exceeding twenty 
(20) feet in height shall be considered an additional story, for each twenty (20) feet or 
fraction thereof. 


*To delete the current definition of ‘‘YARD”’ and substitute the following new definition: 

YARD—an open space, other than an enclosed court, on the same lot with a building, 
or group of buildings such that said open space lies between any building or group of 
buildings, and a lot line, and is unoccupied and unobstructed from the ground upward. 


*To delete the current definition of ‘‘YARD, FRONT”’ and substitute the following 
new definition: 

YARD, FRONT—A yard extending across the full width of the lot, and lying be- 
tween the front lot line of the lot, and the nearest line of the building. The depth of 
a front yard shall be the distance measured at right angles to the front line of the lot. 


*To delete the current definition of ‘‘YARD, REAR’’ and substitute the following new 
definition: 

YARD, REAR—A yard extending across the full width of the lot, and lying be- 
tween the rear lot line of the lot, and the nearest line of the principle building. The depth 
of a rear yard shall be the distance measured at right angles to the rear line of the lot. 


*To delete the current definition of ‘‘YARD, SIDE’’ and substitute the following new 
definition: 

YARD, SIDE—A yard extending between the side lot line of the lot, and the nearest 
line of the principle building, and extending from the front yard to the rear yard, or, 
in absence of either such yards, to the front or rear lot lines as may be. The width of 
the side yard shall be the distance, measured at right angles to the side line of the lot.

. Topography, existing and proposed, using two foot contours, and bedrock out- 


croppings, if any. 


. Size, including square footage, and dimensions of all existing and proposed 


buildings on the site. 


. Location of any existing structures and proposed uses, driveways, driveway open- 


ings, parking spaces, hydrants, and service and loading areas located on, or within 
one hundred (100) feet of the development site. 


. Location of any drainage swales, wetlands, streams, ponds, flood plain area, 


kettle holes, wells, and Water Supply Protection Districts on, or within two hun- 
dred (200) feet of the development site. 

Locations and dimensions of vehicular driveway entrances and exits (existing 
and proposed), fire lanes, pedestrian walkways, bikeways, and other transpor- 
tation routes, signs, and methods of screening refuse and service facilities. 
Name(s) and location(s) of all public and/or Private ways abutting the develop- 
ment site. 


. Names of all abutting property owners (from assessor’s records). 
. Information on the percentage of the lot covered by structures, parking areas, 


and the amount of remaining open space. 


. Detailed parking and traffic circulation plan. 
. Detailed grading, drainage, and erosion control plan designed for the twenty- 


five (25) year frequency storm. 


. Detailed landscaping and outside site lighting plan. 

. Utility plan showing meter vaults, transformers, and any associated structures. 
. Locus plan at a scale of 1”=1000’. 

. All facilities for sewage, refuse, and any other waste disposal. 

. Such other information as may be required by the Planning Board, or its agent 


which is pertinent to any of the items above. 
A signature block, with space for Planning Board signatures to be affixed after 
final approval of site plan. 


GENERAL PROVISION— Where specific requirements are established in other sections 


of the Zoning By-Law which apply to any of the above items, those requirements 


must be met and shown on the site plan(s) prior to final approval by the Plan- 
ning Board. 

The Special Permit and the site plan(s), must be recorded in the registry 
of deeds prior to issuance of a building permit by the Building Inspector, and 
‘Book and Page’ information shall be provided to the Building Inspector at the 
time of building permit application.

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A. 
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GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

If any structure is constructed or enlarged or extended or any use of any land estab- 
lished, or any existing use changed after the effective date of this By-Law, on-street 
parking spaces shall be provided in accordance with tables 6-1 and 6-2 for the entire 
structure or use, unless the increase in units or measurements amount to less than 
ten (10) percent, whether such an increase occurs at one time or in successive stages. 


. Combined Facilities—Parking required for two or more buildings or uses may be 


provided in combined facilities on different lots, but within three-hundred (300) feet, 
subject to approval by the Zoning Board of Appeals, after such evidence as contracts, 
leases, and/or easements are presented showing that such facilities will continue to 
be permanently available for the several buildings or uses. 


PARKING AND LOADING STANDARDS 


. Residential—In all districts there shall be provided two off-street parking spaces for 


each single dwelling unit and two and one-half spaces for each dwelling unit in a 
multiple dwelling structure. 


. All parking areas containing over five spaces, including automotive and drive-in 


establishments of all types and commercial parking lots, shall be either contained 

within structures or subject to the following: 

1. Automobile parking stall spaces shall be a minimum of ten (10) feet wide by nine- 
teen (19) feet long, and shall be suitably marked. 

2. Access lane shall be a minimum of eleven (11) feet; table 6-2 shall be the deter- 
mining factor. 

3. The area and access driveways thereto shall be surfaced with bituminous concrete 
material and shall be graded and drained so as to dispose of all surface water ac- 
cumulation, on-site or to an approved drainage system. 

4. A substantial bumper of a concrete curb, or berm curb which is backed, shall be 
placed at the front edge of each parking space. 

5. Buffer strips, between parking lot and street line, shall be a minimum five (5) feet 
in depth, suitably landscaped. 

6. Adequate illumination of driveways and lanes shall be provided on approved stan- 
dards. Any fixture used to illuminate the area shall be so arranged as to direct 
the light away from the street and away from all adjoining premises used for 
residential purposes. 

Off-Street Loading 

1. For each structure designed or occupied for business and industrial uses in any 
district there shall be provided at the side or rear of the lot access and space for 
the loading and unloading of delivery vehicles on site. 

2. Loading dock areas shall be of adequate size for the planned use. 
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3. Loading areas shall be located so as not to conflict with pedestrian walkways. 
RESTRICTIONS 


. There shall not be any vehicle repair for profit except on a lot occupied by a permit- 


ted automotive use. 


. There shall not be any storage of materials or equipment or display of merchandise 


within required parking areas except as part of approved building operations. 


. Parking spaces shall be so arranged as not to permit backing of automobiles onto 


any street. 


. All access ways to a public street or highway shall not be located closer than seventy- 


five (75) feet from the intersection of any street lines, and shall be designed in a man- 
ner conducive to safe ingress and egress. 


. No two driveways on the same lot leading to or from a street, shall be within 100 


feet of each other at their intersections with the front lot line. 


. No entrance or exit driveway shall exceed 24 feet in width at its intersection with 


the front lot line, and curb cuts shall not exceed 32 feet in width, except for truck 
terminals where the entrance or exit driveway shall not exceed 32 feet in width with 
a maximum curb cut (40) feet in width. 


. ADMINISTRATION 


The Building Inspector shall have the power to monitor the minimum parking spaces 
required for specific structures. If evidence is present that the minimum requirements 
are insufficient to provide adequate spaces, and an unsafe or environmentally unstable 
condition is occurring, the Building Inspector shall notify, in writing, the parties of 
interest and the Permit Granting authority; who then shall review the adequacy of 
the available parking, and may establish alternate requirements after a public hearing. 


. HANDICAPPED PARKING 


Specially designated parking spaces for the physically handicapped shall be provided 
according to the most recent rules and regulations of the State of Massachusetts Ar- 
chitectural Barriers Board. 


SCREENING 


. All open, off-street parking areas permitted and/or required which are located within 


business districts, or industrial districts shall be screened from all adjoining residen- 

tial use lots, starting at a point twenty (20) feet from the street line, by either; 

1. Astrip of land ten (10) feet wide, planted with evergreen shrubs having a minimum 
height of four (4) feet, spaced on six foot centers. 

2. Asolid wall or fence not less than four (4) feet or more than six (6) feet in height.

east of Plymouth Street to a point and line 200 feet south of the intersection of Morse 
Avenue and Plymouth Street; thence proceeding north and northwesterly along a line 
200 feet west and southwest of Plymouth Street and 200 feet south of Central Street 
to a point and line 200 feet west of the intersection of Central Street and Plymouth Street 
and being the line of beginning. 


3. The Zoning Board of Appeals shall serve as the special permit granting authority 
(SPGA). Before approving an application for a special permit for a structure under this 
section, the SPGA shall determine that the structure within the overlay district is signifi- 
cant for preservation by making a specific determination that the structure has an ar- 
chitectural or a historical significance. 


In determining whether a structure has an architectural or a historical significance 
the SPGA must make the following specific findings: 
A) That a substantial portion of the structure has an age of at least 150 years; 
B) That the structure possesses integrity of a majority of the following factors: 
(1) location 
(2) design 
(3) setting 


(4) materials 

(5) workmanship 

(6) feeling 

(7) association 

C) That the structure, either 

(1) is associated with events that have made a significant contribution to the history 
of East Bridgewater, or 

(2) is associated with the lives of persons significant in the past of East Bridgewater, 
or 

(3) embodies the distinctive characteristics of a type, period or method of con- 
struction, or represents the work of a Master, or possesses high artistic values, 
or represents a significant and distinguishable entity whose components may 
lack individual distinction; and, 


D) That the structure can be reconstructed in a suitable environment and presented 
in a dignified manner as part of a restoration plan with minimal alteration of the 
exterior of the structure and with minimal adverse impact on the surrounding area. 


In making its report to the SPGA as provided in paragraph 6, the Historical Commis- 
sion shall specifically address the factors enumerated in clauses A through D above. 


4. If a structure is determined to be significant for preservation, then the SPGA may 
grant a special permit for the use of such building for multiple unit apartments. In grant- 
ing a special permit, the SPGA may waive the provisions of Section 5g (1) (2) (3) (6) 
(7) (8) (9) (11) and (13). A requirement of the special permit shall be the approval by 
the SPGA of the exterior plans of the structure and a site plan for the property. The 
SPGA may establish reasonable conditions that it deems necessary in order to preserve 
the architectural integrity of the building with minimal alteration of the exterior of the 
structure and to minimize the impact on surrounding homes in the area. 


5. Applications made under this section shall include: 

a) Site plan which shall provide for adequate parking, traffic control, open space, 
drainage control and landscaping. 

b) Exterior building plan which shall show any and all proposed alterations to the 
exterior of the structure. 

c) Interior floor plans. 

d) Landscaping plan, which may be incorporated into the site plan. 

e) Written plan of the proposal. 


6. The application and plans shall be submitted to the Town Clerk who shall forthwith 
distribute copies to SPGA and to the Planning Board, Board of Health, Conservation 
Commission and the Historical Commission. The Planning Board, Board of Health, 
Conservation Commission and the Historical Commission shall review the application 
and plans and shall report their findings and recommendations for approval or disap- 
proval, together with reasons therefor and any additional requirements, to the SPGA 
within thirty (30) days of receipt of the application and plan.

Special Town Meeting 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
December 15, 1986 


A legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of East Bridgewater qualified to 
vote in elections and town affairs was held at the East Bridgewater High School, Michael 
J. McCarthy Auditorium on Monday, December 15, 1986, under a Warrant issued by 
the Selectmen and dated November 24, 1986. 

Checking voters into the meeting were Helen R. Thorndike, H. Virginia Clarity 
and Jeannette T. Arruda. There were 118 voters present, 28 in Precinct I, 44 in Precinct 
II, and 46 in Precinct III. Tellers appointed by the Moderator, Philip E. Carey and sworn 
to duty by Town Clerk Elaine S. Powers were Francis Hallquist and Paul Voegtlin. 

Moderator Philip E. Carey called the meeting to order at 8:15 p.m. Town Clerk 
Elaine S. Powers read the Opening and Return of Service of the Warrant. 

The following action was taken: 


Article 1: Voted to transfer the sum of $1,050.00 from the Overlay Surplus Ac- 
count to Line Item #35—Board of Assessors Clerk, for a total Line Item of $16,289.00. 


Article 2: SUBSTITUTE MOTION Voted to transfer the sum of $2,000.00 from 
Line Item #24, Treasurer’s Tax Title Expense to a new item Treasurer’s Clerical Hire. 


Article 3: Voted to tansfer the sum of $1,294.35 from the Police Department Re- 
imbursement of Wages Account to Line Item #85—Police Department Additional Com- 
pensation Other. 


Article 5: Voted to transfer the sum of $500.00 from the Overlay Surplus Account 
to reimburse the deductible amount paid to claimants under the Town Insurance policy.

Article 6: Voted to transfer the sum of $500.00 from the Overlay Surplus Account 
to Line Item #13—Provision/Personnel By-Law, for a total Line Item $2,100.00. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw, Section 6a, 
minimum lot requirement in Residence A districts, from thirty-five thousand (35,000) 
square feet with one hundred fifty-foot (150-foot) minimum lot frontage to forty-three 
thousand, five hundred sixty (43,560) square feet with two hundred-foot (200-foot) 
minimum lot frontage. 

Moderator ruled out of order due to no public hearing. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw by adding to 
Section 5jl. a new paragraph e. as follows: 
Minimum lot size shall be not less than eighty-eight thousand (88,000) square feet. 
Moderator ruled out of order due to no public hearing. 


Article 9: To see if the town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw, Section 5g6. 
as follows: 
Delete the word ‘‘Eight (8)’’ and insert ‘‘Four (4).”’ 
Moderator ruled out of order due to no public hearing. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw map as follows: 
To have the following property rezoned from residential to business: 


Three certain lots or parcels of land adjoining each other, together with the buildings 
thereon, situated in East Bridgewater, Plymouth County, Massachusetts, lying on the 
easterly side of Bedford Street and bounded and described as follows: 


Ist parcel: Beginning at land formerly of one David Tribou, on said Bedford Street; 
thence running southerly by said street four (4) rods to a stake and stones, and corner 
of land formerly of Jacob Folsom; thence easterly in line of land formerly of David 
Tribou in line of said Folsom’s land eight (8) rods to a corner; thence northerly parallel 
with said Bedford Street four (4) rods to said Tribou’s land; thence westerly eight (8) 
rods to the point of beginning. 


2nd parcel: Beginning at the southwest corner of the above described lot; thence run- 
ning easterly in the southerly line of the above described lot, one hundred thirty-two 
(132) feet to the southeast corner of the above described lot; thence southerly by the 
lot hereinafter described, twenty-nine (29) feet to a corner; thence easterly by said 
hereinafter described lot, eighty-three (83) feet, more or less, to the northwesterly cor- 
ner of a small parcel of land conveyed to Mary F. Parker, by William B. Enos, by deed 
dated May 20, 1910; thence south 24 37' west about ninety (90) feet, more or less, to 
a corner; thence westerly in a line parallel to and sixteen (16) feet from the northerly 
line of land of said Mary F. Parker about two hundred one (201) feet, more or less, 
to said Bedford Street at a point sixteen (16) feet northerly from the northwest corner 
of said land of said Parker; thence northerly in the line of said Bedford Street, forty- 
eight (48) feet to the point of beginning. 


3rd parcel: Beginning at a corner at a point twenty-nine (29) feet southerly from the 
southeast corner of the first lot herein described; thence running easterly three hundred 
eighty-five (385) feet, more or less, in part by the northerly line of the above described 
lot and in the northerly line of land now or formerly of Timothy Quill, to the railroad 
to a stone post at corner of land now or formerly of Charles Jones; thence northwesterly 
by said Jones’ land two hundred seventy-four (274) feet to land now or formerly belonging 
to the estate of Jared Dean; thence westerly on the southerly line of said land now or 
formerly of the estate of Jared Dean two hundred nine (209) feet to the northeasterly 


corner of the first lot hereinabove described; thence southerly on the easterly line of 
both of the above described lots ninety-five (95) feet to the point of beginning. 


The buildings on said premises are numbered 315 North Bedford Street. 
Subject to restrictions of record, if any, so far as the same are now in force and applicable. 
Moderator ruled out of order due to no public hearing. 


Article 11: Voted to transfer the sum of $6,500.00 from Available Funds (Free Cash) 
to Line Item #64—Planning Board Operating & Consulting for a total Line Item of 
$11,500.00. 


Article 12; SUBSTITUTE MOTION Voted to transfer the sum of $7,500.00 from 
Available Funds (Free Cash) to Line #67—Planning Board Engineer/Inspections, for 
a total Line Item of $15,500.00 


Article 13: Voted to transfer the sum of $600.00 from the Overlay Surplus Account 
to Line Item #221—Veterans Services Office Expense for a total Line Item of $2,100.00.

J. McCarthy Auditorium on January 26, 1987 at 7:30 p.m.

To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

The Board of Selectmen herewith respectfully submit our Annual Report with many 
acomplishments of varying nature. 

The year 1986 was a very busy time throughout the town. We are proud of the many 
successful happenings, and hope to progress for the betterment of ‘‘our people’’ in years 
to come. 

Some of our major highlights are as follows: 


1) The Town Common is progressing and should be completed in June, 1987. We 
are grateful to the Committee for their dedication to this end. Our Senator Kirby 
and Representative Lewis should also be commended for their outstanding 
contributions. 

2) The Matfield River Cleanup commenced and the Town was fortunate to receive 
a $200,000 additional grant for further cleanup. Again, Senator Kirby and Repre- 
sentative Lewis were instrumental in this project. 

3) We were fortunate to be authorized a grant of $5,000 for an Open Space and 
Recreational Plan. This Plan would be quite useful to the Planning Board and 
Conservation Commission and other town boards. We thank Jim Watson of Old 
Colony Planning Council for his dedication in aiding our Executive Secretary Fred 
Portway to accomplish this. 

4) We received $12,000 from the Federal/State Government for Hurricane Gloria 
damage. We are to receive an additional $29,000 in early 1987. The Town has 
done well in this matter. Our Executive Secretary and staff are persevering in this 
situation. 

5) We were again fortunate to receive a grant for planning with the towns of Whit- 
man and Halifax. This will be a big help to the Planning Board, especially when 
the Master Plan is in process. OCPC and our Executive Secretary persevered col- 
lectively in this fruition. 

6) We continue to receive state monies for road improvement projects done in 
1981-1982-1983. Our Executive Secretary and staff and former Highway Clerk 
Nancy Larsen have persevered. 

7) The Town took a positive step by engaging a professional Insurance Consultant. 
This should pay dividends in time. 

8) We have had the ramp for handicapped people accomplished here at our Town 
Office Building. We are thankful to our Building Inspector, Robert Lundberg for 
this major renovation. 

9) A new scholarship was established under the name of Lucius Alden. This will be 
a welcome asset to our students pursuing higher learning. 

10) We now have a new modern base radio system in the Selectmen’s office, which 
ties us in with various town departments. This creates better communications. 

11) The Personnel Board has met several times over the year and is working toward 
a fine system of conditions for our employees. 

12) The Municipal Building Needs Committee is hard at work and are proposing re- 
vamping and modernizing our Town Office Building. 

13) We are in the process of filling the newly combined position of Treasurer/Collec- 
tor as adopted by our 1986 Annual Town Meeting. In time this should accomplish 
greater continuity, thus more cost effectiveness for the town. 

14) Weare in process of addressing our dog problems with the appointment of a Dog 
Control Committee. 


15) Washington Street reconstruction will be underway in latter 1987. This major proj- 
ect is being funded by the Federal/State Governments and is in excess of $1% 
million dollars. Fred Portway will co-ordinate this project. 

16) Our High School is in the process of designing the very cover to this report. We 
are anxious to see their fine deed. Hopefully, this will be an annual event. This 
is a great community contribution and we are thankful to High School Principal, 
Judith Riordan and her staff and students. 

17) The School Zone Traffic Signals for the Middle School should be installed by 
March. This is another grant obtained by this office. 

18) We have had various streets striped in September and hopefully this will be done 
annually. 


Our long time Tax Collector, Dallas M. Forcier retired in September. She was a 
very dedicated official. We wish her well in her retirement. 

We were informed of the resignation in November of long time town public ser- 
vant, Paul R. Nisby, who served as Selectman for 7 years and many other town posi- 
tions. He was a very invaluable person to lose, however, he desrves some rest. We wish 
Paul the very best. 

We are thankful to Continental Cablevision for their televising our meetings. This 
has been educational to our people and another service. 

We continue to meet with selectmen of several area towns. This is promoting good- 
will and hopefully will enhance our government structure.

The Rate Setting Commission of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts audits the 
income and expenses of the Brockton Area Assciation of Retarded Citizens, Inc. an- 
nually. This determines the rate that BAARC must charge for providing programs and 
services to developmentally and physically disabled citizens. 

The rate per day for a client to attend the Day Activity Program is Twenty Dollars 
and Seventy-One Cents ($20.71) for two hundred and thirteen days for a total of Four 
Thousand, Four Hundred Eleven Dollars ($4,411.00). BAARC presently has two Day 
Activity clients who reside in the Town of East Bridgewater. The rate per day for a client 
who attends the Sheltered Workshop Program is Twenty Five Dollars and Seventy Cents 
($25.70) for two hundred and thirteen days for a total of Five Thousand, Four Hundred 
Seventy Four Dollars. There are presently two clients attending the sheltered workshop 
who reside in the Town of East Bridgewater. 

The money received from the Town of East Bridgewater, Four Thousand One Hun- 
dred Seventy Three Dollars ($4,173.00) supplements the cost of providing programs and 
services to those four clients mentioned who reside in the Town of East Bridgewater.

These plans were presented to the D.E.M. for approval and after final approval were 
put out to bid. The bids were received and upon opening the original bids, we discovered 
that the lowest bid exceeded the available funds for the project. 

This presented the Committee with a great problem. The problem was solved by 
a great effort through a meeting arranged by Senator Edward P. Kirby with Commis- 
sioner James Gutensohn of the D.E.M. At the meeting, the town was represented by 
Senator Kirby, Executive Secretary, Alfred E. Portway, Common Committee member, 
Carl W. Eastman and Selectmen, Dana G. Chase, and Eric W. Greene. 

The Committee secured $35,000 dollars more for the State Grant making a new 
total of $347,000.000 

The Construction Contract was awarded to the lowest bidder, the Ledgewood Con- 
struction Co., Inc. for $294,000.00 in September, 1986. The construction work was started 
on October 7, 1986. 

The flagpole was erected in November by Mr. David Wood of the Wooden Fence 
Company, who sold the town the flagpole at his cost and erected it at no cost to the 
town, as a civic gesture. 

The Committee received notification of the resignation of member Carl W. Eastman 
on November 17, 1986. He was replaced by Mr. Paul R. Nisby on December 18, 1986 
by appointment of Moderator Philip Carey. 

During the year, Construction Supervisor, Robert E. Lundberg resigned and was 
replaced by Engineer, Mr. Charles Ellis of the C.E. Ellis Consultant firm. Mr. Edward 
S. Whitmarsh, Jr. also resigned his accounting duties and Mrs. Marion Damon, former 
Assistant Treasurer of the town, was appointed to this position. 

The Activities that took place on the Common this year, were as follows: 

1. Easter Sun-rise Service 

2. Memorial Day Services 

3. A series of Band Concerts starting July 3rd were held on Thursday eve- 
nings from 7-9 p.m. 
Homecoming Days at the High School took place on October 4. 
Construction activities started in early October. 
Groundbreaking Ceremony was held on November 11, 1986 at 9 a.m. 
Lighting of the Christmas Tree took place in December, thus concluding 
the 1986 activities.

Report of the Fire Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
The following is my report for the year of 1986: 


The 894 responses of the department were classified as follows: 


Fire, Rescue, Public Service paid, 

Ambulance 617 (69% of total) 
Mutual Aid Calls were as follows: 

Incoming Aid—Fire ¥ | Ambulance 87 

Outgoing Aid—Fire 16 Ambulance he 


Ambulance fees of $24,000.00 and Home Smoke Detector Inspection charges of $3,200.00 
were realized by this department. 


Outdoor burning dates are the same as last year, January 15 through May 1. A 
total of 601 permits were issued in 1986. 


This department will be presenting several articles on town meeting floor this year. 
Namely they are: 


1. The 3rd payment of 5 due for the Lease/Purchase of the Rescue Truck. 


2. Station Roof—now 22 years old—stiff and brittle shingles have become a real prob- 
lem to repair after wind damage, which is quite common. 


3. Front Walk—The front walk and entryway are in dangerous and deplorable con- 
dition. To remedy this condition, removal of all blacktop and subsoil, proper 
drainage, and elevation of entrance pad are all necessary to do this job in a proper 
manner. 


4. Town Van—The 1979 town-owned van has 86,000 miles of hard usage and is show- 
ing the effects of this usage. It is used by me as Chief for all responses to alarms, 
public service, investigations and inspections, as well as other town business. Repairs 
such as brakes, body rot, leaking seals, transmission, front end are imminent and 
I feel that it is not in the best interest of the Town to spend money on a vehicle 
that will have to be repaired next year, if not sooner. 


5. Engine I—Engine I is a 1956, 1,000 G.P.M. pumper with only 10,600 miles. It 
has a 1973 Diesel motor, body and drive-train are in good condition. The pump 
should be rebuilt so that it can meet I.S.O. requirements that determine the fire 
insurance rates for all property in town. This would also be the proper time to 
replace the 300-gallon water tank and all piping. This repair seems more feasible 
at this time than purchasing a new truck (for $125,000.00). 


In answer to the total cost of this department to the taxpayers, I ask all to please 
realize that this department provides both fire protection and rescue and ambulance serv- 
ices to our town twenty-four hours a day, 365 days per year, regardless of vacations, 
holidays, sick/injury leave, or weather conditions. 

The cooperation, assistance and support of the taxpayers, boards, committees, and 
other town departments is greatly appreciated.

From January through July 10, 1986 our Health Inspector Joseph Rodricks, was 
busy observing perc test, checking repairs to septic systems, new installations and in- 
vestigating miscellaneous health code violations. On July 23, 1986 ‘‘Joe’’ passed away. 
He was loved by all and we will miss him greatly. On September 10, 1986 Mr. Sidney 
Beeman was unanimously voted as Health Inspector. 

Disposal Area Stickers are still available at the Board of Health Office from 8:00 
a.m. to 12:00 Noon and 1:00 p.m.-4:00 p.m. Monday thru Friday. They are renewable 
on the lst of November each year. 

Monies collected by the Board of Health and turned back to the Town of East 
Bridgewater for the year 1986 totaled $109,148.16—Board of Health $25,660.00 and 
Home Health Agency $83,488.16.

Report of the Historical Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen: 

The Historical Commission held twelve monthly and three special meetings at the 
Public Library. Unless holidays occurred, the regular meeting night was the third Mon- 
day at 8 o’clock in the evening. 

Outstanding events of the year were: 


1. Acceptance, at the Annual Town Meeting in April, of five Scenic Roads— 
Pine Street—entire length 
Pleasant Street from Central Street to the West Bridgewater line 
South Street—entire length 
Thatcher Street from Summer Street to #83 
Union Street—entire length 
This concludes the list of 19 Scenic Roads 

2. Acceptance at the Annual Town Meeting, of the parcel of land at the southwesterly 
corner of Bedford and West Streets in Elmwood, as a Park to be known as Joppa 
Green. This was the location of the 1820 shoe factory of Cushing Mitchell and I. 
N. Keith, the first in Elmwood. 

3. Landscaping of an area along the Old Graveyard Wall and the Spanish-American 
War Memorial, using granite curbing and evergreens. This area, in one parcel, was 
retained when the Town Hall lot was made over to St. John’s Church in 1977. In 
landscaping, the parcel was divided to allow access to the parking lot. 

4. Acceptance of a fund from Sesquicentennial, Inc. which it is the desire of the Com- 
mission to use only for historical projects. Use of a portion of this fund made the 
Old Graveyard project possible. 

5. Graveyard signs were furnished for Beaver Cemetery—1842, and Elmwood 
Cemetery—1847. The design for these signs was the work of Richard F. Bartlett ‘‘Artist 
in Residence’’ in town. 

6. Work continues on surveys with the goal of establishing National Historic Districts 
around the Common, in the center of town and at the Crossroads in Elmwood. Dur- 
ing the year 26 surveys were completed. 


Other interests were in preservation of the First Parish Church, in acquiring the 
Old Elmwood Fire House, in writing a short sketch of the historical spots along and 
near Route 106, for a folder called ‘‘Plymouth County Shun-Pike,”’ in caring for and 
decorating the old horse watering trough, and in planting daffodils at three historic mill 
sites. 

The Commission appreciates the help from the Tree Department and the Highway 
Department, and for the kindness of Jon Ridder in resetting the Squire Alden Up and 
Down Saw Mill boulder in an attractive setting near the original mill site on Beaver Brook.

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Report of the East Bridgewater Housing Authority 


During 1986, the East Bridgewater Housing Authority continued to operate the 96 
units of elderly housing at Riddell Road. 

The Authority was successful in obtaining a $500,000 grant from the Executive Of- 
fice of Communities and Development for the modernization of the Riddell Road apart- 
ments. The work will consist of exterior painting and caulking, replacement of entrance 
doors, appliances, and carpeting. Proposals have been accepted form several architec- 
tural firms, for the design and specification work. It is expected that this modernization 
work will begin in the Spring of 1987. 

Meanwhile, architectural, engineering, surveying and other work continue on the 
project to convert the former Intermediate School to low income elderly housing and 
to construct eight units of low income family housing as well as a facility to accom- 
modate eight physically/mentally handicapped persons. 

Progress on this Intermediate School proposal has been slow due to litigation and 
appeals that remain unresolved at this time. 

The Authority appreciates the continued support, assistance, and commitment to 
a balanced housing program shown by all of the Town boards, committees, and depart- 
ments throughout this controversial period. 

Our special thanks to those Town officials and employees who continue to cooperate 
with, and provide services to, the Authority in the operation of Riddell Road.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


The Board of Trustees respectfully submits its Annual Report for the year 1986: 


The East Bridgewater Town Library System saw changes in 1986. Perhaps the 
primary one was the resignation of Director Carl Sturgis. Mr. Sturgis had been Director 
since 1979 and had both implemented new services, and consolidated older ones. The 
Trustees were sorry to see Mr. Sturgis leave, but they recognized that good directors 
must seek new challenges. In June the Trustees interviewed and subsequently hired Miss 
Kathy Ellen Bullard as the system’s new director. Also leaving were Trustee Ray Pygoda. 
Ray did an outstanding job as Trustee and will be sorely missed. Leo Donoghue was 
appointed as his replacement, and is doing an equally fine job. 

The circulation of the town library system demonstrated some of the advantages 
and disadvantages of the system. Our adult fiction was somewhat lower due primarily 
to a different counting system being employed. The Children’s Department accounted 
for nearly two thirds of the entire book circulation. The three school libraries posted 
increases, with the Middle School jumping ahead to equal the public library’s book cir- 
culation. Other items also posted healthy circulation figures. 

Of special interest this year were two grant rounds. At the first of the year the federal 
grant concerning the INC. project between East Bridgewater, West Bridgewater, and 
Bridgewater was completed. The project established interlibrary loan patterns among 
the towns and provided pertinent information for future planning of cooperation. In 
November, the public library was awarded grant monies of approximately $11,000 for 
the purchase of an IBM microcomputer, a microfilm reader/printer, and nonprint 1 
materials. 

The generosity of the townspeople was demonstrated by their donations to the 
Eastman Fund that allowed the libray to purchase a Fine Arts Museum pass, and a Science 
Museum pass. The Women’s Club also donated a hearing device to the library in May. 

The library hosted several programs and displays. Among them were the book sale 
in February, a decoy display in the spring, the High School Art exhibit, photography 
display in August, and craft display in October. 

The Children’s Department experienced a very busy and productive year. Programs | 
included a drawing board program and a baby sitting class. School classes also visited 
the library in June. The summer reading program proved a tremendous success and the 
magic show was very well attended. Both the winter and spring and fall story hours again 
were popular. Children’s Librarian Mary Davis provides the story hours and in December, 
we filmed our first cable storyhour. 

The school libraries at the High School, Middle School, and Central School, as 
indicated, showed great strength in their circulation. All three librarians and their aides, 
provide students with quality books and library skill instruction. Considering the low 
book budgets they have, the circulation is a testament to the librarians’ enthusiasm, 
creativity, and fortitude. The Central School and Middle School librarians also conduct 
book fairs to supplement their budgets, thus providing not only additional funds, but 
the opportunities for students to own their own favorite books. The Middle School Library 
was dedicated as the Grace C. Eastman Library in December.

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Report of the 
East Bridgewater Municipal Building Needs Committee 


To: East Bridgewater Board of Selectmen: 

There has been much discussion concerning the historical importance of the cur- 
rent Town Hall site and preserving the area for future generations so they may have 
some real sense of the history of East Bridgewater. There were additional concerns raised 
that voters would be more inclined to renovate and add on to the historically significant 
Hobart Estate than some building in another section of town. 

Therefore, a motion was made to give the committee an ‘‘official’’ direction to pursue 
all avenues to keep the Town Hall in its present location while improving and enlarging 
the building to adequately house the town offices for now and the foreseeable future. 
This was passed unanimously. In addition, a second motion to place an article in a special 
town meeting warrant to seek an appropriation of $5,000.00 for consultant fees. The 
annex would be razed and the new structure would have the same Hobart style and utilize 
3 full floors featuring a large conf/meeting room at the end of each floor with handicap 
access. The Police Department would be located on the ground floor. 

The EBMBNC met with a consultant, Mr. Anthony D’Onofrio. The committee 
members were very impressed with Tony’s 15 years experience and obvious knowledge 
of East Bridgewater. He was the architect for the High School addition and has an ex- 
cellent working knowledge of drainage, land formation and septic systems in the field 
area. In addition, he is familiar with the general layout of the entire town center area. 

It is also interesting to note that Mr. D’Onofrio has been involved in the design 
of a number of police stations and town hall conversions. He is currently working on 
a project in Franklin, Mass. Tony is also very familiar with both state and federal 
guidelines with regard to police stations. 

An interesting sideline is that Tony is very much involved with restoring older 
buildings and makes every attempt to rebuild these structures for current use rather than 
tearing them down. He is also a strong believer in having a master plan so that we can 
progress from point ‘‘A’’ to ‘‘Z’’ in some sort of rational order. 

Mr. D’Onofrio met with Mr. Lundberg to tour and measure the town office building. 
They met with town officials and attempted to determine size, requirements, safety 
aspects, storage, wiring and appropriateness of the current facilities. Obviously, no one 
will get everything they want in building design. However, it does deem that much im- 
provement can be accomplished over the present situations. 

Tony indicated that our current police station is almost without hope as a feasible 
site for police functions. 

As Chairman, I am very pleased to note the excellent progress this committee has 
made in a short period of time. This is certainly a credit to all the members who are 
both enthusiastic and well informed in their areas of expertise.

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Report of the Old Colony Planning Council 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council we are pleased to pre- 
sent this report of the Council’s activities for 1986. 

In 1986, the Council’s planning district was expanded to include the town of Halifax 
as a member. The town of Halifax, by vote of its town meeting, became the fourteenth 
member community of the Council and was previously only one of three communities 
in Massachusetts not affiliated with a regional planning council. The Council officially 
voted to accept Halifax as a member in May of 1986. 

The activities of the Council were focused in three major areas in 1986: Community 
and Economic Development Planning; Transportation and Transit Planning; and, Area 
Agency on Aging Planning including the coordination and implementation of elders serv- 
ice programs. 

The issue of future water supply and the allocation of resources continued to 
dominate the agenda of the Council and be the most important community develop- 
ment issue. A series of meetings and seminars on future water supply were sponsored 
by the Council in an effort to provide local officials with the opportunity to become 
better informed on the natue of the water supply allocation problem and what might 
be done to satisfy the present and future needs for water in resource deficient communities. 
It was clear from these meetings that the Commonwealth’s Water Supply policy is de- 
ficient in the sense that it does not facilitate communities working together to address 
their problems cooperatively, but fosters independent and individual community ap- 
proaches. Consideration must be given to revising the current State Water policy to create 
the proper atmosphere to encourage communities to join together to determine how they 
can best meet their future water supply requirements and to sustain future growth in 
the region. 

Other community development planning activities of the council involved working 
with the Town of Stoughton on a Strategic Planning Grant program that includes open 
space planning, housing needs and the planning for the future use of developable land; 
providing the towns of Avon and Abington with professional planner services on local 
development issues under a EOCD innovative grant program; and, providing planning 
services to the towns of Halifax, East Bridgewater and Whitman on local planning and 
development concerns as part of another EOCD innovative grant program. 

Economic Development activities of the Council were guided during the year by 
the Overall Economic Development Program (OEDP) Committee chaired by Mr. Joseph 
P. Joseph, Executive Director of the Brockton Area Private Industry Council. The OEDP 
Committee is the principal economic development coordinating mechanism in the region 
and is responsible for recommending Council action on applications for Industrial 
Revenue Bond (IRB) financing. This past year the OEDP Committee processed four 
applications for IRB funding in the amount of $7,750,000. The number of applications 
and amount of IRB financing was down dramatically from 1985 when $50,850,000 in 
IRB financing was approved for funding by the Council. The decline in the use and 
availability of this important economic development financing mechanism is the result 
of U.S. Treasury Department restrictions capping bond monies that can be issued. A 
meeting on changes in the Massachusetts Industrial Finance Authority program was spon- 
sored by the committee in the early fall to keep economic development organizations 
in the region informed. 

The Transportation and Transit planning activities of the Council required the 
preparation of a number of documents during the year for OCPC member communities 
to remain eligible for state and federal transportation improvement program funds. These 


included the Transportation Plan update; the transportation Improvement Program and 
a Prospectus of the region. In addition, three major traffic improvement studies were 
relied on during the year: the Route 3A Traffic Study in Kingston and Plymouth; the 
Route 27 Traffic Study along a one half mile section of Central Street in Stoughton 
where it intersects with Canton Street, Tosca Drive, Island Street and West Street; and, 
the Route 53 Traffic Study along a 9 mile section in Pembroke, Duxbury and Kingston. 

The Council staff completed approximately 170 traffic counts for member com- 
munities and the Mass DPW using traffic recording devices to note existing traffic volumes 
at these locations. Traffic counts have been made in almost every OCPC community 
during the year. 

As part of the MDPW Energy Refund Signal Improvement Program (ERSIP), 
OCPC sponsored a workshop for local officials to demonstrate the capabilities of the 
latest highway engineering micro-computer software packages. The objective of this pro- 
gram was to provide local communities with the capability to analyze congestion prob- 
lems at signalized intersections and to evaluate the effectiveness of possible solutions. 
In addition, the accident data recording system began its second year of operation on 
January 1, 1986 and has proven to be a success. To date, eight communities are par- 
ticipating in the program. During the past year the Council provided printed Accident 
Summary Reports for each community participating in the program. The information 
developed from the above sources is essential to the transportation planning activities 
of the Council and to local officials in developing solutions to traffic and transporta- 
tion problems. 

Other transportation activities included an evaluation of the Brockton Area Tran- 
sit (BAT) Ashmont Expressway Service during the reconstruction of the Southeast Ex- 
pressway and monitoring and planning for the entire BAT system. During the year, the 
town of East Bridgewater became a member of BAT primarily to obtain Dial-A-BAT 
Service. 

The Council was also involved in efforts to restore rail lines in the region and par- 
ticipated in several local public involvement meetings held in area communities. During 
the past year the Council also assisted local public and private agencies in filing applica- 
tions for 16 (b) (2) vehicles under the Mobility Assistance Program. 

The Council, acting as the Area Agency on Aging, was responsible for administer- 
ing Older Americans Act monies allocated to the region. The Area Agency funded and 
coordinated a wide range of community, in-home and nutritional services for elders. 
District communities directly benefiting from Title III grants from the Area Agency in 
1986 include: Avon, Nutrition Program; Brockton, Dorn-Davies Senior Center; Easton, 
transportation for handicapped elders; Kingston, Nutrition Program and Outreach Pro- 
gram; and, Plymouth, Senior Center Programs. 

In addition to the direct funding to these communities, several other programs are 
administered regionally for the benefit of elders in the entire service area. These pro- 
grams include the Volunteer Transportation Program and Nursing Home Ombudsman 
Program administered by the Area Agency. Old Colony Elderly Services administers 
the Emergency Assistance Program for elders and the Six Town Minibus Program for 
the communities of Avon, East Bridgewater, West Bridgewater, Halifax, Hanson and 
Whitman. Other programs administered regionally include the Senior Law Project, home 
health aide and respite care, and several hospice programs. 

Nutrition services in the form of congregate and home delivered meals are made 
available through Title III-C monies in many communities in the service area. Several 
communities including Avon, Carver, Kingston and Middleboro receive assistance to 
prepare meals locally. Many other communities participate in the nutrition program ad- 
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ministered by Old Colony Elderly Services receiving prepared meals from a caterer. 

In 1986, John J. DeMarco of Avon was elected as President of OCPC; Robert W. 
Smith of East Bridgewater was elected as Council Secretary; and James A. Kassos of 
Brockton was elected as Council Treasurer for the year. 

The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of its 
member communities, the participation and involvement of members of the Joint 
Transportation Committee chaired by Mr. John Yaney; the Overall Economic Devlop- 
ment Committe chaired by Mr. Joseph Joseph and the Area Agency on Aging Advisory 
Committee chaired by Mr. John Mather. The Council also recognizes the work of local 
boards and commissions and the many government agencies, public and private institu- 
tions and individuals who have assisted the Council.

Report of the 
Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are pleased 
to submit the following report of our activities during 1986. 

The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now 
composed of 22 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of Cohasset 
in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response to a regional problem and pro- 
vides a way of organizing specialized equipment, specially trained employees, and mos- 
quito control professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical area of respon- 
sibility. The Project continues to provide environmentally sound mosquito control without 
any increase in per capita cost. 

Calendar year 1986 was a milestone year. This year the Project finally achieved 
the staffing and equipage goals that were set in 1980. Certainly, challenges both new 
and familiar continue, but with the present staff and equipment, increases in both ef- 
ficacy and efficiency can be expected. Indeed, sharp increases are apparent already in 
many of our program measures when compared with last year. 

The threat of the mosquito transmitted disease, Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE), 
was low in 1986. There was some concern that a late season surge in summer freshwater 
mosquitoes (Aedes Vexans) might result in transmission of the virus to people and some 
stepped-up spraying was carried out in areas where the mosquitoes were most abun- 
dant. No horse or human cases occurred. The recurring problem of EEE in Southeastern 
Massachusetts has led to an ever-increasing level of cooperation between this Project 
and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 

Highlights of 1986 include the development of an improved ground to Aircraft Com- 
munications System, the installation of a new Ford Backhoe on our Bombadier Trac- 
tor, the issuance of a permit by the U.S. Army Corp. of Engineers to construct ponds 
and ditches for mosquito control on the tide marsh, the first use of a high volume spray 
system for application of extremely diluted insecticides, the purchase and use of a Kubota 
KH170L Backhoe, and the accomplishment of a three fold increase in the construction 
of ponds and ditches above 1985 levels. 
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The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While mos- 
quitoes do not respect town lines, the information given below does provide a tally of 
the activities which have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort of East 
Bridgewater residents. 


1. Insecticide Application. 2,336 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers for 
control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site 
if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in June and the 
last in September. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can 
be found in woodland pools, swamps, marshes, and other standing water areas. In- 
spectors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific larvacides 
when immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 111 inspections were 
made to 37 catalogued breeding sites totaling 46 acres. 


2. Water Management. During 1986, crews removed blockages, brush and other obstruc- 
tions from 1,250 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or stagna- 
tion that can result in mosquito breeding. This work, together with machine reclama- 
tion, is most often carried out in the Fall and Winter. 


3. Machine Reclamation. 2,650 linear feet of ditch was reconstructed in East Bridgewater 
using a Backhoe mounted on a Bombadier Tractor. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for information about 
mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices, or any other matters of concern.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The Planning Board is completing its busiest year in memory. The Board has changed 
from meeting twice monthly, to a regular weekly meeting schedule, with much longer 
meeting hours, and is still struggling to keep up with the heavy work load. 

Many significant changes have taken place in the way the day to day duties of the 
Board are carried out. Beginning this past year, the Board has used a Registered Profes- 
sional Engineer to review all subdivision plans and subdivision construction in progress, 
in an effort to better ensure that all subdivisions, and subdivision roadways fully meet 
all requirements. It is hoped that this new procedure will better support the long term 
fiscal needs of the Town by providing that all new streets be of quality construction 
needing minimal maintenance for a significant period of time. 

As a direct result of your input at last year’s Annual Town Meeting, the Board 
established the Zoning By-Law Advisory Panel to review and critique proposed amend- 
ments to the Zoning By-Law. A total of eighteen (18) of these proposed Zoning By-Law 
changes are on the Warrant for this year’s Annual Town Meeting. 

Also, the Board is currently using the services of the Professional Planning staff 
of the Old Colony Planning Council, to review and comment on the proposals for changes 
to the Zoning By-Law and Subdivision Rules and Regulations. 

At a Special Town Meeting in January of this year, Town Meeting voted to fund 
the development of a Master Plan. The funding of the Master Plan marks a significant 
step forward, and the Board hopes with the active participation of the citizens of East 
Bridgewater, to develop a Master Plan suitable to guide the development of the Town 
for the foreseeable future. Also, in the past year, the Town Meeting voted to establish 
a new Planning and Building Department. This new department will support the heavy 
procedural, clerical, and secretarial work load for the Building Inspector, the Planning 
Board, and the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The Planning Board wishes to especially thank Mr. Robert Lundberg, our Building 
Inspector; Mrs. Elaine Powers, our Town Clerk; the Board of Selectmen; and, the Finance 
Committee; whose cooperation and support over this past year have immeasurably helped 
the Board. 

Most importantly, the Board urges you, the citizens of East Bridgewater to con- 
tinue to actively participate in our Town Government process, by voting on election 
day, by taking part in the meetings of the various town boards, and by attending Town 
Meetings. Many significant changes are taking place which will permanently affect the 
future of our Town. The Planning Baord needs your input and guidance to help develop 
a reasonable direction for future land use in the Town.

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Report of the Trustees for 
Plymouth County Cooperative Extension 


The County Cooperative Extension Service is located on High Street, Hanson (on 
the grounds of the County Hospital). Cooperative Extension is a partnership of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, the land-grant college—the University of 
Massachusetts, Amherst and county government. 

County Agents are specialists in: Agriculture, Community Resource Development, 
Home Economics, 4-H and Nutrition Education and deliver programs in these areas 
to local residents. 

Staff consists of a director, two regional agricultural specialists, a community 
resource development specialist, two home economists, three 4-H agents and a split posi- 
tion, 4-H/home horticulture. In addition, Cooperative Extension administers a federal- 
ly funded nutrition education program, The Expanded Food and Nutrition Education 
Program (E.F.N.E.P.), located in Brockton. This is staffed by a nutrition specialist and 
program assistants (6 full-time equivalents) who deliver the educational program to 
families with limited resources. 

Cooperative Extension serves the public through educational conferences, workshops, 
phone call assistance, field visits and timely newsletters. 

In our 4-H program last year 16,649 youth were enrolled, of that number 725 were 
enrolled in club programs, and 15,924 were exposed to 4-H through short-term proj- 
ects. 821 volunteers assisted in conducting the county 4-H program. 

Newsletters, free for the asking, are Garden Clippings, a monthly horticulture fact- 
filled publication; So-Sew, informational ‘‘how-to’’ letter for the serious home sewing; 
Creative Living, provides current information in the areas of clothing and textiles, human 
development, housing and home management. Newsletters for commercial agricultural 
enterprises are available (Small Fruit, Vegetables, Tree Fruits, Small Farms and 
Livestock).

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Report of Veterans’ Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

Veterans Services continued another very busy year during FY 1986. This is reflected 
in the fact that we had to request another transfer for the third year in a row to our 
Veterans Benefits account in the amount of $15,000. This was due to an increase in case 
and medical expenses and Nursing Home expenses. 

However, we have recovered during FY 86 in excess of $16,000. in our Insurance 
claims on some of our cases. This is in addition to the $45,000 we expect to be refunded 
from the State to our Veterans Benefits account. 

Veterans Services has continued for the eighth year to handle the fuel program for 
our citizens who qualify for these benefits. Federal claims for benefits with the V.A. 
has shown a marked increase due to the age and deaths of our WWII veterans. 

We have to report that during FY 87, as of January 2, 1987 we lost the very capable 
services of our Administrative Assistant Mrs. Marcia Anapolsky who earned a well de- 
served promotion to head up the new Planning and Building Department for our Town. 
We wish her well as she assumes her new duties and responsibilities. 

We are in the process of interviewing candidates to replace Marcia and hope to have 
a person hired shortly. 

It has been a pleasure to be of service to our Veterans and their families and the 
citizens of East Bridgewater. If we may be of help to any of our citizens, please contact 
our office between the hours of 8:30 a.m. to 12:00 a.m. and 1:00 p.m. to 4:30 p.m.

Report of the Water Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

This past year has brought about many changes to the Water Department. Supt. 
Lyman Howard retired after 39 years of service to the town. Foreman Robert Dubee 
was appointed as working superintendent. An additional laborer has been added to the 
work force, Mr. Scott McCampbell. 

The Department was exceptionally busy with the installation of 69 new water serv- 
ices which was more than double from the previous year; 40 service leaks; 8 main leaks; 
6 hydrant repairs; laid 100 ft. of 8” main on Bixby Drive and repaired two freeze ups. 

The Department continued with its meter installation program and its aim of hav- 
ing the town 100% metered. By the end of 1986 only 17 pieces of property remained 
to be metered. 

The past year the department completed the ‘‘Washington Street Water Main Proj- 
ect’’ and nearly completed the ‘‘Cross Country Main’’ (the connection of the #2 and 
#4 well sites). 

The Department is in the process of locating new well sites for the future, with testing 
to begin in the spring. 

The Department is applying for state grant money to aid the town in doing some 
major rehabilitation water main work. 
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Previous boards had the foresight to produce a 20 year plan for expanding the supply 
and preserving the quality of our most pecious resource—water. We are half way through 
the 20 year projection and are well ahead of the goals established for the department. 

The board would like to take this opportunity to thank other town departments 
for their cooperation in working with the Water Department.

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Report of Self Help Incorporated 


Self Help, Inc., is greater Brockton’s and Attleboro’s anti-poverty agency dedicated 
to improving the quality of life of limited income individuals and families, and making 
all segments of the community responsive to the needs of the limited income, dis- 
advantaged and minority needs. 

During the program year ending September 30, 1986, Self Help Inc., received a 
total funding of $12.6M and provided 457,000 direct services to the area’s limited in- 
come individuals and families. 

2,075 residents received 1,760 direct services totaling $192,635 during the program 
year. 

The total funding of $12,577,600 million does not tell the real value of human serv- 
ices delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an addi- 
tional $828,340 of other community resources such as Commonwealth Service Corps 
and local cities and towns contributions as well as volunteers. The gross volume of Self 
Help, Inc., during the past program year was approximately $13.5 million. 

Self Help currently employs 270 individuals, many of whom are limited income and 
minorities. 

We feel that the program year 10/1/85 to 9/30/86 was s successful one for Self 
Help, Inc., and very helpful to our limited income population. We thank the area’s 
_ Mayors, Boards of Selectmen, town volunteers and your representative, Donald Shurtleff 
to our Board of Directors for helping to make our program year a success.

To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The efforts of the East Bridgewater—West Bridgewater Regional School District 
Planning Board have been focused this past year on working closely with our consul- 
tant, Dr. Thomas F. Henstock. The funding for this activity has been provided by the 
Executive Office of Communities and Development, Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Michael S. Dukakis Governor, through a study contract with Northeastern University. 
Northeastern University’s investigators bring regional school management experience, 
school community and school district organization research, and research methodology 
expertise to the study. 

The primary problem of the study is whether regionalization of the two systems 
will result in improved educational services to the youth of East Bridgewater and an 
increased efficiency of operation. 

As of this time, the consultant’s studies have been scheduled to be completed by 
April 1987. The Board plans to hold a series of public hearings in April to receive com- 
ments and questions from townspeople regarding the regionalization of the two school 
systems. The Board plans to devote the month of May to reaching a decision on 
regionalization. Following the Board’s vote on whether or not to recommend regionaliza- 
tion, the members will prepare a final report. If the Board does decide to recommend 
regionalization to the voters, our next task would be to develop a regional agreement, 
which would specify the composition and election of a Regional School Committee, the 
location and leasing of school facilities, apportionment and payment of costs, authoriza- 
tion of debt, budget, requirements for withdrawal, and other regulations that govern 
a regionalized system. 

A special town meeting would then be scheduled in October 1987 to vote to accept 
or reject regionalization. 

The Board feels the linchpin of the entire regionalization study will be the model 
curriculum study which is to be completed in March 1987. We will then be able to see 
if significant academic benefits could be derived from a regionalized system. 

We would like to thank Superintendent of Schools, Gordon W. Mitchell, for his 
significant effort in the capacity of a resource person and for the overall cooperation 
extended to the Board as we work toward the completion of this significant and worth- 
while study.

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Report of the 
Southeastern Regional School District 


Massachusetts has one of the highest quality vocational technical educational systems 
in the country. Southeastern Regional School District provides quality technical educa- 
tion and assists the district by providing academically skilled and highly trained citizenry. 
Recently however, we have experienced some economic inequities which are impeding 
our educational goals. Although the Commonwealth for the past few years has increased 
state aid to local cities and towns, our main school revenue source, Chapter 70, has been 
frozen since July 1, 1984. Our budget increase for the past two years has only been 3.02%, 
but unfortunately assessments to district communities have greatly accelerated due to 
lack of state aid. New legislation is being filed to alleviate this problem. 

East Bridgewater is a member of the Southeastern Regional School District. The 
district consists of seven other towns and the City of Brockton. Taxpayers support the 
school district through assessments which are based on the number of students from 
each member community. East Bridgewater’s share of the FY87 $6,365,553 budget con- 
sists of 6.10%, representing 86 students. 

Southeastern offers 24 high school vocational training programs and 6 Technical 
Institute post secondary programs. On October 1, 1986, one thousand two hundred eighty 
five (1,285) students were enrolled in the high school and one hundred thirty four (134) 
in the Technical Institute. 

In June 1986, the Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical High School graduated 
268 students. Placement figures from the Guidance Department indicate that 98% of 
the Class of 1986 were placed in jobs or elected to further their education. Much of 
the success of our placement record is attributed to the Cooperative Education Program. 
Sixty percent (60%) of the Class of 1986 participated in the Cooperative placement 
program. 

Federal grants from a variety of sources were used to offset costs. Vocational Educa- 
tion Act grant funds (Public Law 98-524) were used to purchase hydronics equipment 
for the Plumbing program, and supplies and/or equipment were also purchased for the 
Auto Mechanics, Masonry and Commercial Foods programs. Computer Assisted Design 
software was purchased for the Machine Drafting program. 

Special Education funds (Public Law 94-142) were used to support our Chapter 
766 program. Chapter II block grant funds were used to support Southeastern’s com- 
mitment to computer assisted instruction. 

Chapter 188 (Public School Improvement Act) funds were awarded to Southeastern 
through a variety of programs. Equal Educational Opportunity Grants (EEO) were used 
to purchase academic and vocational supplies. 

School Improvement Council Funds were used to purchase equipment, supplies and 
a computer for academic and vocational programs. Three $1000 Commonwealth Scholars 
Grants for academic excellence were awarded to graduates. 

Curriculum and staff development continue to provide students with increased op- 
tions upon graduation. Computer awareness was further incorporated into the 
mathematics curriculum. Increased reading and writing skills were strengthened by up- 
dating the curriculum and materials of the English department. Computer assisted units 
are now being introduced into the vocational curriculum. 

An articulation agreement with Massasoit Community College is being developed 
to provide advanced standing to high school and Technical Institute students. 

The annual Senior Awards Program provided over $18,000 worth of scholarships 
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and “‘toolships’’ to graduating students. This scholarship program enables students to 
obtain tools and equipment for employment or scholarship funds to continue their 
education. 

A school-business partnership between Northeastern University, Compugraphics 
Incorporated and Southeastern resulted in a $70,000 donation to the school. This dona- 
tion provided a state-of-the-art computer typesetting system for use in the Graphic Arts 
Department. 

The demand for graduates of vocational programs continues to be very strong in 
Massachusetts. Studies indicate that 15,000 vocational high school graduates are needed 
each year.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and 
the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

I am pleased to submit the annual report of the Superintendent of Schools and the 
administrative team of the East Bridgewater Public Schools for 1986. As evidenced by 
the reports of the principals and administrative staff, 1986 was a year of positive 
achievements. 

Increased funding allowed the reinstatement of important curriculum positions which 
had been eliminated due to the severe budget cut in 1982. Professional Development 
and Minimum Salary Grants under Chapter 188 made it possible to upgrade teacher 
salaries, giving East Bridgewater a more competitive salary scale. Results of the first 
Statewide assessment testing showed East Bridgewater students in grades 3, 7 and 11 
scoring above State averages in most categories. In addition to these accomplishments, 
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our performing music groups and athletic teams earned outstanding records. Our school 
lunch program continued to operate in a most efficient manner and our maintenance 
and custodial staff continued to keep our buildings and grounds in very good condition. 

The level of community involvement and support continued to expand through the 
assistance of groups such as the East Bridgewater Educational Advisory Council, the 
Music Parents Association, the Sports Parents Association, and Parents for the Arts. 
New this year, School Improvement Councils were formed under Chapter 188. These 
councils consist of parents, teachers and students (at the High School level) who assist 
the building principals in determining priorities and needs of the three schools. Grants 
from the State are made available to the councils who may spend this money to address 
the most important needs of the school. Another area of community involvement has 
been the extensive use of school facilities by civic and religious groups. School buildings 
and grounds are constantly in use. A special note of thanks to Mr. Vincent ‘‘Doc’’ 
Malewicz, who for many years has coordinated the use of recreational and athletic 
facilities by Town groups for the East Bridgewater Public Schools. ‘‘Doc’’ is retiring 
after 30+ years of service to the students and community of East Bridgewater. 

While 1986 has been a positive year, there are continuing concerns which still need 
to be addressed. The problem of adequate funding is a real one. Even with the budget 
increases which the East Bridgewater Public Schools have received for the past several 
years, some major needs have not been addressed. It is sad to note that the latest State 
certified figures indicated that only 36 out of 351 cities and towns in Massachusetts spend 
less per pupil than East Bridgewater. Even though the State has increased local school 
aid significantly since 1981, the local tax levy for schools has dropped from 67¢ of every 
tax dollar to 54¢ of every tax dollar in support of education. Thus, textbooks, equip- 
ment and educational supplies have not been replaced to the degree necessary. Building 
maintenance has been deferred to the extent that major bond issues will be necessary 
in the near future in order to protect the Town’s investment and insure a safe environ- 
ment for students. 

The Superintendent wishes to acknowledge the contribution of Mr. David Condron, 
who has returned to a teaching position at the Middle School, after having served as 
Principal of the Intermediate and Central Schools for 20 years. Having done an outstand- 
ing job as Principal, we wish him well in his career change. 

During my period of illness this fall, Mr. John Collins served as Acting Superinten- 
dent in an exemplary manner. To Mr. Collins and the many people who expressed their 
caring, my sincerest ‘‘thank you.’’ 

To my office staff, my administrative team and the staff of the East Bridgewater 
Public Schools, I offer my sincere admiration for the dedication and commitment to 
serving the students of the East Bridgewater Public Schools. To the East Bridgewater 
School Committee, I extend my sincere gratitude for the personal manner in which you 
serve the interests of the youth of the Town of East Bridgewater.

Report of the 
Administrative Coordinator for Special Services 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am pleased to once again report to you on the delivery of special services to our 
students in East Bridgewater. We presently have 377 students with special education needs 
and over 85% of these students are served in our own classooms by our competent staff. 
Our model for service delivery has proven to be a very cost effective one utilizing our 
own resources and those of public education collaboratives whenever possible. The assist- 
ant principals and guidance counselors continue to monitor this model in order to pro- 
vide quality services within our limited staff resources. During the 1985-86 school year, 
135 children were referred for evaluation representing an 8% increase over the previous 
year. The number of referrals for evaluation has increased each year since Proposition 
2% and will most likely remain high due to large class sizes and decreased support serv- 
ices. The staff continues to do an excellent job in responding to this demand and their 
commitment to students is evident. 

A small but growing percentage of our students require programs outside of East 
Bridgewater. Due to limited staffing and space and the severity and variety of the 
disabilities of our students we cannot meet all needs within our own schools. I continue 
to be very concerned with the ever escalating costs of tuition and transportation as well 
as the lack of support from other human service agencies. We continue to be active 
members of the R.E.A.D.S., North River and Five Town Collaboratives and are con- 
stantly developing programs and services to meet the needs of our students. Collaborative 
programming allows us to provide more cost-effective services to our low incidence special 
needs population and to contribute to program planning policies and procedures and 
budgetary decisions. 

Once again successful efforts have been made to access grant funding to address 
the needs of our students and our staff. Project Employ, a competitive school-to-work 
transition grant, continues to provide pre-vocational skills and counseling to eligible 
students at the high school and assists them in gaining employment. Funding through 
the Carl D. Perkins Vocational Education grant provided further expansion and im- 
provement of the business department through the purchase of up-to-date word pro- 
cessing equipment. These two grants provided programs and services for regular and 
special education students. 

An Early Childhood grant available through Chapter 188 provided an opportunity 
to examine the educational needs, service delivery, curriculum and staffing of programs 
for children from pre-school through grade one levels. Staff, parents, and other service 
providers have been involved in this project and are benefiting from inservice training 
in this area. A second Early Childhood grant was utilized in conjunction with the North 
River Collaborative to produce information for parents regarding services available for 
students suspected of having special educational needs. And a third grant, Commonwealth 
Inservice Institute ‘‘Project Screen,’’ was written in order to examine and improve the 
pre-school and kindergarten screening process. These three grants represent almost 
$13,000 in funding utilized to improve education for our youngest students. 

Grants were also written which were used to provide inservice training for teachers 
in the areas of math and writing instruction and to purchase computer equipment. The 
amount of instructional grant funding received was over $190,000 in competitive and 
allocation grants in fiscal year 1986. The majority of these funds benefit all students 
and not only those with special needs. 
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I would like to express my recognition and great appreciation of each person who 
participates in the delivery of high quality services to our special education students. 
A special expression of gratitude is given to the entire Special Services Team and in par- 
ticular to the assistant principals, Diane Lande, Joseph Cirigliano, and Robert Smith, 
for their commitment to students. Your continued support, Mr. Mitchell, has insured 
our success and for that I thank you.

Report of the 
Acting Principal of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell, 

As Acting Principal of the Central School, it is with pleasure that I submit the An- 
nual Report for 1986. The most significant change has been Mr. David R. Condron’s 
decision in August to return to the classroom. He was Principal here at Central School 
for the past thirteen years, and was previously at the Intermediate School for six years. 
He was a successful educational leader, however, classroom teaching is the enjoyable 
and rewarding experience that attracts people to this profession in the first place. We 
all wish Mr. Condron the best in his role as a teacher of young children. 

Mr. Robert H. Smith has been designated as Acting Assisting Principal to perform 
my former role here at the school. Mr. Smith has ten years of elementary classroom 
experience in East Bridgewater. In addition, he has recently attained a Master’s Degree 
in Elementary School Administration. I am pleased with Mr. Smith’s enthusiasm, energy 
and very positive attitude in dealing with the various problems that occur daily in a school 
of this size. 

I would also like to offer warm praise to the faculty for their sincere dedication 
in teaching the children. Through their efforts, along with excellent knowledge of cur- 
riculum, the students gain a basic educational foundation necessary for future success. 
The results of the State Assessment Test given this year indicate our grade three children 
scored above the state average. 

In addition to the teachers, I would like to extend a special thanks to the support 
staff. The secretaries take care of a myriad of student problems in addition to the regular 
paperwork. The aides provide a great amount of support for the classroom teachers 
who are trying to manage three reading groups and two math groups daily. The custo- 
dians are responsible for cleaning thirty one classrooms, and the cafeteria personnel serve 
approximately 1500 meals weekly. The excellent cooperation of the support staff cer- 
tainly helps make the school environment very pleasant for the children. 

The enrollment as of October 1, 1986 was 739 students in grades K-4. Last year’s 
figure as of this date was 743. The projected enrollment for September 1987 is 760 students 
with the increase due mainly to the small grade four class which will be leaving the building 
in June. The following list is the grade level, size, staffing pattern, and student/teacher 
ratio for 1986. 
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Grade Students Teachers Ratio 


Kindergarten 153 4 19:1 
Grade One 166 7 24:1 
Grade Two 129 6 2261 
Grade Three 162 6 Zia 
Grade Four 129 5 26:1 


If at all possible the lowest student-teacher ratio should be at grades Kindergarten 
to Grade 2. This is where the child begins formal reading instruction and also a time 
when stress is placed on development of independent work habits. This requires a great 
amount of individual instruction and direct teacher interaction with the child. 

This past spring, we had one retirement. Ms. G. Lynne LaTegola retired as a Special 
Needs teacher here at the Central School where she had served for 10 years in a most 
professional manner. We all wish her much happiness and success in the future. This 
fall we were pleased to welcome several new employees to the school. Additions to the 
professional staff were Mr. Thomas Lynch, grade four; Mrs. Christine DeLorenzo, 
Kindergarten, and Ms. Cathy Murphy, Special Needs. We were also pleased to welcome 
back from maternity leave, Mrs. Candace Wood, grade 3 teacher. 

In support staff positions, Mrs. Kathleen Craig and Mrs. Barbara Crawford were 
recommended as Special Needs Aides. Selected as Instructional Aides were Mrs. Patricia 
McDonald and Mrs. Linda McStowe. 

In the area of curriculum, we have seen continued growth and progress with the 
Reading Program. We use a co-basal approach with a sight-word program (Houghton- 
Mifflin) and a phonetic program (Scribner or Lippincott). The series are comparable 
in the amount of material the child has to cover in a year. Our highest score on the 
Massachusetts Assessment Test was in the Reading section. 

Last year, the new Addison-Wesley Math Program was used as a pilot series in one 
class at each grade level. The teachers felt that this updated program was a tremendous 
improvement over the old series which dates back to 1978. Therefore, we acquired the 
1986 Addison-Wesley Math textbook and related materials for all of the students. This 
series has a complete pre/post test program along with many enrichment materials. 

The School Improvement Council, which is fully state funded, had a very produc- 
tive first year. Many hours were spent assessing the needs of the school which also in- 
volved the parents in several surveys. The funding was used to purchase a variety of 
items such as audio-visual equipment, records, maps and globes. This fall the council 
met again to establish a focal point for this year. It was decided that improvement of 
the Science curriculum will be the focal point for this year. 

The Parents for the Arts group, under the leadership of Mrs. Marilyn Narcotta, 
has been very successful in raising funds for cultural activities. Among the programs 
presented were professional storytellers, character actors, a mime group, a program on 
sign language, a puppet show, a Children’s Theatre and a professional singer-storyteller 
who has made several albums. 

At this time, I would like to publicly thank the other town departments for the 
cooperation shown to the Central School. A special thanks to the many parents who 
in One way or another have volunteered their assistance and support over the course 
of the year. 

Mr. Mitchell, I would like to express my appreciation for your support and direc- 
tion this past year. I would also like to thank Dr. Williams and Mr. Achin who have 
been of great assistance throughout the year. The School Committee continues to show 
great concern for the welfare of the entire school system. The positive attitude and com- 
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mitment of all segments of the system combine to provide a quality education for the 
students in the East Bridgewater Public Schools.

Report of the Principal of the Middle School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am pleased to submit my Annual Report as Principal of the East Bridgewater 
Middle School. 

The enrollment as of December, 1986 was 655 students, a net decline of eleven (11) 
students since December, 1985. The distribution of these students by grade is as 
follows: grade 5, 168; grade 6, 163; grade 7, 154; and grade 8, 170. We continue to 
maintain an instructional model which stresses team organization, carefully supported 
by the learning specialist and guidance staffs. This allows a constant exchange of infor- 
mation directed at student achievement and adjustment. Several instructional levels are 
provided in each of the academic areas in order to allow for the uniqueness and ability 
of our student body. Our staff is still faced with the problem of large class sizes, since 
our ratio of students per teacher still remains at an average of 1 to 26, with some classes 
in excess of 30 students. The quality and commitment of our teachers is reflected in 
the excellent classroom experiences that they provide for our students. 

The annual Gallup Poll has again cited a lack of discipline as a major problem con- 
fronting the American Public Schools. The Middle School is very proud of the fine 
discipline and overall supervision that exists in our school. A very effective disciplinary 
process is in place, one which provides solutions which are realistic and student oriented. 
Such things as Team Guidance meetings, parental contacts and conferences, and sup- 
port programs designed to improve student performance are ongoing and vital in solv- 
ing the problems of students in the unique age bracket that we service. 

This past fall, Mrs. Robin Billing was appointed to the position of curriculum 
specialist at the Middle School. In this capacity, she assumed responsibility for the overall 
articulation, coordination, development and assessment of the curriculum of the Middle 
School. This is a most important function, since, for the first time, we now have a 
specialist assigned to assist teachers in reviewing, redesigning and improving not only 
what is actually taught in classrooms, but also which instructional methodologies are 
the most appropriate for successful learning. 

This past year, a study skills program was started in the fifth grade which intro- 
duced students to homework, types and methods of completing assignments, test-taking 
and note-taking, and the basic elements of critical thinking skills. The Computer Literacy 
Program was modified for grades six and seven to allow students from the academic 
classes to work in the computer lab. Word Processing skills were emphasized, and many 
reports and writing assignments were completed on the computers. There was constant 
emphasis on the improvement of writing skills carried on in all the Language Arts classes. 
Modification in the Chapter I Program allowed us to service more students in the 
classroom and small group settings. We provided reinforcement and support service to 
over two hundred students in appropriate educational activities. For the first time, students 
in all four grades participated in the New England Mathematics League Contest. Students 
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in grades 5, 6 and 7 scored in the top 25% of the more than 400 schools which participated. 

Chapter 188 has mandated several programs which took place in 1986. The Basic 
Skills Testing Program was administered to the sixth grade, and the Massachusetts Assess- 
ment Test was given to the seventh grade. In both instances, the results were positive. 
It should be pointed out that these scores were achieved by a student population that, 
on a cost per pupil basis, have $776.00 less spent on them than what the average cost 
is in the state. In 1984-85, the average cost per pupil in the state was $2,921.00, while 
the cost per pupil in the Middle School was $2,145.00 This gradual diminution of resources 
has had an impact on our ability to educate, and it has been only through the concerted 
effort of a dedicated faculty that we maintain the quality of services that we provide 
the students. 

Another program initiated under this new law was the development of the Middle 
School Improvement Council. The membership on the council consisted: Mrs. Mary 
Alden, Mrs. Maureen Pedro, and Mrs. Mary Hassis, parents; Mr. Paul Naper, Mrs. 
Patricia McCusker, and Mrs. Carol Molander, teachers; and myself. We had the plea- 
sant task of spending the grant of $3,140.00 allocated by the State. We were able to 
purchase some much needed Audio-Visual equipment and some classroom supplies. 

In April, the Middle School Parents and Teachers for the Arts was formed. This 
organization, led by Miss Susan Ciampa and Mrs. Marilyn Narcotta, and made up of 
parents and teachers, was formed to raise funds to bring cultural and artistic experiences 
to our school. They were responsible for many assemblies which introduced our students 
to the world of mime, robotics, story telling, and dramatic performance. It should be 
pointed out that this is a volunteer organization, and the Middle School Administration 
is extremely grateful for all of the hours spent by the council raising money to provide 
enriching experiences for the entire school. 

Some of the highlights of this past school year include: 

The Middle School Drama Club presented the musical ‘‘Bye-Bye Birdie.’’ Miss 
Marilyn Guarino, Mrs. Mary Wilcox and Mrs. Carol Molander were responsible for 
the production which had a cast and crew of 75 students. 

The Music Department again enjoyed a successful year. There were over 200 students 
participating in the various performing groups, and Mr. John Fantucchio and Mrs. Mary 
Wilcox do an extremely professional job developing the musical capabilities of the students 
involved in the program. 

The Alcohol and Drug Information Council, under the direction of Mr. Cirigliano, 
continued to sponsor educational programs designed to help our school population 
recognize and understand the dangers of substance abuse. 

The East Bridgewater Lions Club generously donated $1,200.00 so that two of our 
teachers, Mrs. Susan Gagnon and Mrs. Patricia McCusker, could be trained to teach 
a curriculum offering entitled ‘‘Skills for Adolescence.’’ This nationally recognized pro- 
gram is designed to aid young people to make better decisions about the problems that 
are unique to this age group. 

Mrs. Virginia Doherty, a graduate of Bridgewater State College, has joined the 
teaching staff. She is assigned to teach science in grades 7 and 8. 

Mr. David Condron has joined the Middle School faculty as a fifth grade teacher. 
After nineteen most successful years as Principal of both the Intermediate and Central 
Schools, he has chosen to return to the classroom. He is a welcome addition to our staff, 
since he possesses expertise in curricular and teaching strategies that will be a direct benefit 
to the fifth grade program. 

Mr. Lawrence Giarrizzo has been appointed to the position of Resource Room 
teacher. He received his Bachelors Degree from Northeastern University, and his Masters 
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Degree from Lesley College. 

In December, the Library at the Middle School was dedicated to the memory of 
Mrs. Grace C. Eastman. She had served as school librarian, Director of Town Library 
Services, and consultant to the Junior High School Building Committee. As stated in 
the Dedication Service Program, ‘‘The East Bridgewater Middle School Library is the 
realized dream of Grace Curley Eastman, her offering to the young people of the com- 
munity she honored for a time.”’ 

In conclusion, I wish to thank you, Mr. Mitcheil, and your staff for your constant 
support and encouragement. I also wish to commend Mrs. Ellen Tennihan, Mr. Richard 
Gothage, and Mr. Joseph Cirigliano who, because of their commitment and effort, have 
contributed greatly to the success of the Middle School. It has been a productive and 
positive year, because the entire staff has been dedicated to serving the student body 
in a humane, caring, and professional manner.

Report of the Principal of the High School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

It is with pleasure that I submit the annual report of the High School for the year 
1986. The enrollment as of October 1, was as follows: Grade 9—181, Grade 10—183, 
Grade 11—164, Grade 12—150, and 7 ungraded students, for a total of 685 students. 

During the 1985-86 school year, our Assistant Principal, Mr. Jay Barry, resigned 
to locate in another part of the state. After an extensive search, a new Assistant Prin- 
cipal, Mrs. Diane Lande, was appointed by the School Committee in September, 1986. 
Mrs. Lande is a graduate of Radcliffe College, magna cum laude, and is currently in 
the Harvard Graduate School of Education Masters Program for a degree in Administra- 
tion and Social Policy. Prior to her appointment, Mrs. Lande had been Director/Prin- 
cipal for the Education Collaborative of Greater Boston, Inc. Mrs. Lande has already 
demonstrated that, with her professional preparation, experience, and educational 
philosophy, she will make a significant contribution to our instructional program. A 
priority of the High School administrative team continues to be to work closely with 
parents and the community for communication and mutual support of the school and 
the home. Mr. Gerard Linehan continues as our Administrative Assistant, and provides 
effective management of student discipline. 

Two resignations of new teachers were received prior to the end of the school year, 
from Mr. William Altieri, in Industrial Education, and Mrs. Johanna Ryan, in English. 
These positions, along with an additional English teaching position, and the position 
of 4 part-time Curriculum Coordinators were filled prior to September, 1986. The School 
Committee and the town may be very pleased with the establishment of the positions 
of Curriculum Coordinators in English, Social Studies, Mathematics, and Science. The 
well-qualified individuals who were appointed to these positions are all teaching faculty, 
who coordinate the subject area on a part-time basis. The need for curriculum coor- 
dination and supervision was, and still is, one of the priority needs of the High School. 
The departments where coordinators were appointed have already been strengthened 
by their work, and much progress has been made to complete and evaluate our written 
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curriculum. The teachers in those positions are: English—Mrs. Judy Childress; Social 
Studies—Mr. George McCabe; Mathematics—Mrs. Leanna Russell; and Science—Mr. 
Ronald Abate. 

Mr. Kevin Blute, a graduate of Fitchburg State College, with 3 years teaching ex- 
perience, has joined our Industrial Education faculty. Mr. James Scroggs, a graduate 
of Bridgewater State College, was selected for an English teaching position. Also join- 
ing the High School English Department was Mrs. Linda Mulready, who was welcomed 
as a transfer from the Middle School following a period of leave. 

In the area of our support staff, Mrs. Frances Shay was transferred to the High 
School Food Services from the Middle School. Mrs. Shay had worked at the High School 
previously, and everyone was pleased at her return. During the fall term, our library 
acquired the assistance of Mrs. Karen Kaegel, on a part-time basis, as a library aide. 
Mrs. Kaegel is a trained librarian, with several years of experience. 

We are extremely pleased with the quality of the individuals appointed to High School 
positions. The competence and high standards of our staff are the major factors in the 
success and achievement of our students. We continue to be enriched by a superior faculty, 
and support staff, and I would like to express my appreciation for their commitment 
to education, their regard for their students, and the positive learning environment which 
exists at East Bridgewater High School. 

During this past school year, the New England Association of Schools and Col- 
leges sent a visiting team of educators to the High School for the purpose of conducting 
the decennial evaluation. The evaluation process, which took place from March 9-12, 
followed a year-and-a-half of self-evaluation of all programs by the High School staff. 
The self-evaluation process is very extensive and detailed. The information from this 
area of the evaluation process is as helpful as the Final Report of the N.E.A.S.C. Com- 
mittee. The preparation, printing, and presentation of the Self-Evaluation Reports, and 
the organization and hospitality for the visiting team was the responsibility of the Steer- 
ing Committee, and 2 Chairpersons. The study is a valuable resource document because 
of the dedication and efforts of Mrs. Virginia O’Kelly, and Mrs. Claire Howard, who 
served in these roles, and chaired this undertaking. The Steering Committee, Mrs. Rita 
Crowell, Mrs. Claire Kirkcaldy, Mr. George McCabe, and Mrs. Leanna Russell, as well 
as the entire High School faculty, is to be commended for the professional way in which 
this project was carried out, and the usefulness of the work. 

The N.E.A.S.C. Visiting Team, chaired by a Rhode Island High School Principal, 
issued their written report in May, 1986. The Board of Directors of the N.E.A.S.C. met 
this past fall, and in November sent notification of the vote of accreditation. The full 
report is in the process of being printed for distribution. The report is in the form of 
recommendations and commendations. The school is commended for such things as the, 
“*tremendous sense of pride that the parents, students, and teachers shared for their high 
school and each other,”’ ‘‘outstanding relationships with the parents and the community,’’ 
and the ‘‘concern on the part of the staff for the well-being of individual students.’’ 
The strongest recommendations of the report are in the area of curriculum, texts, and 
library materials. Specific recommendations were: ‘‘establish departmental coordinators 
for English, Social Studies, Mathematics, and Science,’’ ‘‘purchase additional textbooks 
so that all students have adequate instructional materials,’’ and ‘‘provide a level of fund- 
ing that will offer increased financial support of the instructional program.’’ A two- 
year, and a five-year follow-up report will be submitted by the High School to the 
N.E.A.S.C. It is necessary to address each recommendation in this report. While our 
school is indeed, a ‘‘good school,’’ as the report states, with the necessary financial sup- 
port for needed resources and staff, we can surely be an excellent school. 
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This year, for the first time, all schools in the state, and all students in Grade 11 
took part in assessment testing. The results of these tests are meant to be used in evaluating 
curriculum, and the instructional program of the school. The tests do not measure in- 
dividual student achievement. Schools ae compared to like schools in KOC (Kind of 
Community) groupings. East Bridgewater High School did score above the mean average 
for the group in which we were compared. The statewide average was a scaled score 
of 1300; East Bridgewater Grade 11 students scored 1320 in Reading, 1310 in Math, 
and 1350 in Science. We were pleased with these results but recognize that these results 
are for 1 year only. We will use the interpretative data to continue our curriculum 
evaluation. 

The Class of 1986 graduated 151 members, and 58% went on to schools, colleges 
and universities. 

This year was the third year of Mid-Term and Final examinations at the High School. 
This process has undoubtedly helped our students to develop study skills, apply their 
learning, and seek long-term retention of knowledge sources. 

Our Guidance and Special Education services provide academic support, as well 
as emotional, motivational, behavioral, and career counseling. Students have ready ac- 
cess to special services in time of crisis. The community should be aware that the schools 
are frequently assisting students with family issues, pregnancy, depression, chemical usage, 
problems of self-esteem, and other serious emotional concerns, as well as with problems 
related to learning. Our vocationally oriented students are provided special assistance 
through Project Employ, which is a program of career exploration, and supervised 
employment. 

The Special Education class of Mr. Vincent Mitchell, continues to provide highly 
individualized instruction in life skills to 7 young men and women. Mrs. Pearl Ridder 
assists with their class, and with Mr. Mitchell, ensures a stimulating learning atmosphere 
within a caring and supportive structure. 

There were 2 significant staffing changes in the realm of co-curricular activities. 
After many years of providing leadership and direction, Ms. Judith Kraemer resigned 
as Athletic Director. Throughout her tenure as Athletic Director, Judy had strived to 
have the Viking name associated with true sportsmanship in the South Shore League. 
Mr. Allen Smith replaced Ms. Kraemer as Athletic Director, and has continued the Vik- 
ing tradition, adding a new one, The Viking Winter Classic, a Christmas season basket- 
ball tournament. Mr. George McCabe stepped down as Coordinator of Student Activities 
to assume the position of Social Studies Curriculum Coordinator. The position of Stu- 
dent Activities Coordinator has been filled by a very capable organizer and leader, Mrs. 
Barbara Gillespie. Mr. McCabe continues as Key Club Advisor, and assists Mrs. Gillespie. 

All aspects of the Student Activities program continues to be a source of pride to 
the school and the community. Under the capable aegis of Music Director, Daniel Lasdow, 
the Viking Marching Band and Color guard was again judged to be the New England 
Scholastic Band Association Competition Champions, Div. III. The Band and Color 
Guard placed first in several contests, and the M.I.C.A. State Marching Championship, 
as well as the Quincy Christmas Parade. 

The athletic program saw another successful year characterized by school spirit, 
and team play, and highlighted by the Boys Basketball team qualifying for the South 
Shore Sectional State Tournament, the South Shore League Baseball Championship, 
the baseball team reaching the sectional finals in tournament play, and the football team 
winning its fourth South Shore League, small school championship in 5 years. 

The Drama Club, under the direction of Miss Marily Guarino, produced another 
in a long line of hits, with ‘‘Oklahoma’”’ as the spring musical. Students starring in the 
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colorful performance were John Dupuis, Donna Beaman, Amy Scott, Brian Mazzoli, 
Shannon Dalton, Joseph Doyle, & Kathy Simpson. This spring we look forward to the 
ever-popular ‘‘Camelot.”’ 

The American Field Service (A.F.S.) Chapter is a new opportunity for students and 
East Bridgewater families. This group arranges for foreign exchange students to visit 
locally, and for East Bridgewater students to study in another country. This group is 
voluntarily organized by Mrs. Gillespie, assisted by Mrs. Judith Weyand. At the present 
time, the High School has experienced brief visits from many foreign students studying 
in Massachusetts, and we have a student from Italy, Miss Mariliva Mattiola, who will 
graduate with the Class of 1987. We also have a student from Brazil, Marcello Moreira, 
who is here for 3 months as part of the Open Door Exchange Program, coordinated 
by Mrs. Susan Crowley. 

The Parent Discussion Group continues to meet regularly. The focus of meetings 
this year to date has been teenage parties and alcohol. Parents and administration are 
working in conjunction with the S.A.D.D. Chapter (Students Against Driving Drunk) 
to promote safety on the roads and supervised, alcohol-free parties. 

The Faculty Advisory Council and the Student Advisory Council to the Principal 
meet monthly for communication liaison, and functions in an advisory capacity. This 
year, as part of Chapter 188 legislation, the High School will have a School Improve- 
ment Council. This Council will begin meeting after the first of the year and will deter- 
mine the most beneficial way to expend the $6700.00 of School Improvement funds to 
which East Bridgewater High School is entitled. Members of this important Council are: 
Mrs. Brenda Dias, Mrs. Nancy Kelleher, and Mrs. Ellie Dupuis—parents; Mrs. Linda 
Buckley—community representative; Arthur Illsley, Harry Ferrell-Locke, and Daniel 
Lasdow—faculty; and Maureen McManus and Rob Kenn—students. 

Two of our staff members have submitted notice of their intent to resign at the 
end of the present school year. Mrs. Linda Mulready will be leaving to pursue graduate 
studies for a doctoral degree. Mrs. Barbara Alexander, our school nurse, will be retir- 
ing. The role of a school nurse in a high school is one that requires compassion, 
resourcefulness, and knowledge far beyond medical skills. Mrs. Alexander has provided 
total care to her students, and has earned the respect of all for her understanding ways. 

In 1986, through the Cable Televison Committee, the Selectmen, and the School 
Department, arrangements were made to establish the local Continental programming 
and broadcasting studio in a location at the High School. On site availability of this 
resource enables the school to utilize equipment and facilities of professional quality, 
and expand our media resources. 

While this has been a year of accomplishment and positive direction at the High 
School, we need new staff positions, increased funding for the library, and for textbooks 
and regular budgetary support for replacemnt of equipment, and furnishings if we are 
to keep our educational program moving towards excellence and our building in the 
condition it should be maintained. 

I would like to express my sincere appreciation to the Superintendent of Schools, 
Gordon Mitchell, the Coordinator of Special Services, Dr. Eileen Williams, and to the 
Administrative Assistant, Mr. Richard Achin, for their leadership, assistance, and sup- 
port of the High School programs and students. I would also like to thank the members 
of the School Committee for their untiring efforts to provide quality education for the 
students of East Bridgewater. They spend countless hours responding to the educational 
needs of our community. I am also personnally grateful for the quality of assistance 
provided by Principal John Collins, as Acting Superintendent during the illness of 
Superintendent Mitchell. 
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The High School is also appreciative of the ready cooperation that is always ex- 
tended by the Police, Fire and Highway Deparment. We look forward to the leadership 
of Ms. Kathy Bullard at the East Bridgewater Public Library, and are grateful for her 
recognition of High School Library needs, and to Mrs. Anne Hynes, who inspires us 
all. I would also like to express thanks for a job well done to Mrs. Ann Sullivan, Direc- 
tor of Food Services, Mrs. Kay Mormino, head of the High School Cafeteria program, 
and Mr. Ronald Olson, whose pride in the custodial care of the high school building, 
is always in evidence. Last, but not least, to the students and faculty of East Bridgewater 
High School, goes much praise for making this school a place where quality education 
happens every day.

Our 15 interscholastic varsity sports teams represented East Bridgewater and the 
South Shore League with honor. We have continued to win league and state recognition 
in both team and individual sports. 


1986 Highlights: 

In early March the boys basketball team participated in post season play by qualify- 
ing for the South Sectional State Tournament.

We are fortunate to have a dedicated staff of music educators working with the 
students in our schools. Mrs. Mary Wilcox once again deserves to be recognized for 
her outstanding teaching and for developing a quality vocal music program in Grades 
5-12. In addition to teaching Grades 6 and 7 music classes at the Middle School, she 
has developed the vocal skills of her students and has established a program which is 
widely recognized throughout Massachusetts for excellence.

This past fall, the Viking Band and Color Guard repeated as State and New England 
champions. The band received a gold medal award for its performance. In addition, 
the band won the Massachusetts State Parade Championship for its division at the an- 
nual Quincy Christmas Parade and performed in five regional competitions as members 
of N.E.S.B.A., placing first in every performance. The band performed at all home 
football games, pep rallies and in the Soccer and Veterans’ Day Tri-Town Parades. 

The High School Concert Band was selected by the New England Scholastic Band 
Association to be the featured performing organization at the band clinic for member 
directors at Blackstone Millville High School. Professor Richard Castiglione from the 
Boston Conservatory of Music conducted and used our band as a demonstrator group 
for the music directors in attendance. 

The Student Recital was held in February and the Senior Recital in May. Students 
had the opportunity to display their individual talents in solo and small ensemble 
performances. 

Winter and Spring concerts were held by all schools. These performances were well 
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received by large audiences at each concert. 

The High School Concert Choir participated in the A.C.D.A. Choral Adjudica- 
tion Festival in Waltham, and the Show Choir performed for the Bridgewater Women’s 
Club at the Halifax Country Club. 

The Winter Color Guard had a very exciting season placing in eight competitions 
and second overall for the year. They received awards for ‘‘best rifles’’ and ‘‘best flags’’ 
at the finals. The Music Parents hosted a N.E.S.B.A. color guard contest in the High 
School gym. 

The High School Band performed at Memorial Day exercises on the Common. As 
part of the ceremony, the Band performed ‘‘America, the Beautiful’’ and ‘‘The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.’’ Senior trumpeters Corinne Putt and Regina Fleming played 
“*Taps.”’ 

The High School Drama Club presented OKLAHOMA under the musical direc- 
tion of Mrs. Wilcox. She taught the music to all of the vocalists and instrumentalists, 
prepared the orchestra and conducted all three public performances, a dress rehearsal 
as well as a performance for the eighth grade. This was done in addition to the Middle 
School production of BYE, BYE BIRDIE. At present, we do not have a position of 
Drama Club Musical Director. Mrs. Wilcox has given her time and talents to our students 
and town. 

The Middle School Drama Club, under the musical direction of Mrs. Wilcox, 
presented three performances of BYE, BYE BIRDIE. 

Students participated in the Youth Concert program at Symphony Hall. Students 
in Grades 5-8 attend a three-concert series and High School students attend two con- 
certs during the year. This has been an excellent opportunity for the students of East 
Bridgewater to become acquainted with one of the world’s greatest orchestras. Mr. and 
Mrs. Anthony Ferrante have volunteered to be Town Chairpersons for this program. 

The Music Parents Association lends invaluable assistance to the entire music pro- 
gram. Under the leadership of President Robert Simpson and his officers Norman Grise 
(Vice President), Gary Thomas (Secretary), and David Domer (Treasurer), the Music 
Parents Association raises funds, provides equipment, pays fees for students to participate 
in various music festivals, including S.E.M.S.B.A., Southeast District and All State, 
provides transportation to activities, chaperones students, gives music award jackets, 
hosts an annual awards banquet, provides uniforms and much more. This past fall, the 
Association joined with the Music Boosters from Scituate and hosted a marching band 
competition at Memorial Field. The Association also brought the circus to East 
Bridgewater this past summer complete with clowns, acrobats and an elephant! The MPA 
plans to sponsor the circus again in 1987. 

An outstanding Music Banquet was held at the High School in February sponsored 
by the Music Parents Association and organized by the music students. Featured speaker 
was Peter Loell Boonshaft, Professor of Music at Hartt College of Music. Award jackets 
were presented to qualified students at this banquet. 

The Music Parents Association sponsored the Sth annual Pops Concert featuring 
the High School Show Choir and Jazz Band. Mrs. Diane Lombardi and her committee 
did an outstanding job. 

The members of the High School Band, Chorus and Color Guard participated in 
a twelve-hour musical marathon as a fundraising project. Students sang, played and/or 
marched for twelve consecutive hours. 

The accomplishments of the musical groups and of individual students in our schools 
continue to bring local, state and national recognition to the East Bridgewater community. 
The value of wide-ranging musical participation is great and life-long. Students learn 
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lasting skills and develop proper attitudes which go a long way toward improving the 
quality of their lives. Excellence and pride are synonymous with East Bridgewater through 
its student musicians.

Report of the Director of Physical Education 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 
In submitting the report for the year of 1986, I would like to share with you ex- 
cerpts from previous years. 


1954 
Physical Education is an important part of the program of general education. Modern 
physical education is not a new fad or fancy but is based upon our present philosophy 
and is in agreement with our present day educational theory and practice. The well planned 
program provides a wide variety of activities which will insure the full and complete 
development of youth. 


1958 
With the opening of our new High School, the students in East Bridgewater are 
now able to take part in a physical education program which until now has been denied 
them due to the lack of proper facilities. We are grateful to the townspeople for equip- 
ping us with a physical education plant second to none in our district. 


1962 
The past year has seen a gradual change in the high school program since the open- 
ing of our new school. It still seems advisable to attempt a compromise between the 
formal and informal type of program incorporating as many of the beneficial parts of 
both as possible. Interest in and cooperation with this type of program by practically 
100 percent of the girls and boys lead us to believe that it is the best for all concerned. 


1968 
The realization of a physical education program from grades 1-12 became a reality 
this past year with the completion of the new Junior High. 


1972 

Our physical education program continues to meet the needs of the individual 
students through a flexible program including a variety of individual, team and recrea- 
tional activities. 

In grades 1-3 students are encouraged to learn about themselves through such ac- 
tivities as games of low and high organization, rhythms, hand-eye coordination, balance, 
ball handling and relays. 

The students of grades 4, 5 and 6 begin to apply their previous experience in such 
activities as soccer, hockey, newcomb, basketball, rhythm, gymnastics, track and field, 
and softball. 

At the Junior High School level the program contributes to the students’ total 
physical fitness. It broadens their knowledge, understanding and appreciation of a variety 
of activities even though one may not participate in all of them, but learns to be an

intelligent spectator. The activities included in the program are soccer, flag football, 
team handball, volleyball, basketball, circuit training, wrestling, gymnastics, dance, bad- 
minton, softball, hockey, tennis, track and field. 

The program at the High School is a continuation of presenting activities that will 
encourage participation by many rather than just a few students, which will contribute 
to their enjoyable use of leisure time and development of desirable social qualities. With 
such activities as badminton, bowling, archery, horseshoes, lacrosse, croquet, roller- 
skating, tennis, self defense, sacket, exercyle, cargo net, ping pong, tetherball, shuffle- 
board and dual activities. 


1980 
This past school year was one of the most exciting in the Physical Education Depart- 
ment. It featured many creative activities through a variety of programs. The positive 
impact was realized with an increase in skill development and a greater enthusiasm by 
the students. 


CENTRAL SCHOOL 
Our Elementary Physical Education program received recognition when asked to 
perform at the Massachusetts Association for Health, Physical Education and Recrea- 
tion Convention. We take great pride in our third grade performers for a job well done. 


INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 
The interest and enthusiasm shown by the students for the Spring Gymnastic 
demonstration proved to be very successful before a large audience at the High School 
gymnasium. 
Another highlight of the year was the Annual Olympic Field Day held at the High 
School in which the countries of the world are represented by the students. 


MIDDLE SCHOOL 
The physical education program offers to all students a variety of activities that 
fosters the development of skills and social-emotional objectives such as cooperation, 
leadership and teamwork. 
This year, in addition to the regular program, the staff has offered two special ac- 
tivities to the students in the areas of Developmental and Behavioral Physical Education. 


HIGH SCHOOL 
This program is designed to promote growth and development, to foster and main- 
tain physical fitness, to teach activity skills, and to contribute to social, personal and 
intellectual values. It is education through physical as well as of the physical.

In presenting this my thirty-third annual report, I would like to express my apprecia- 
tion to the School Committees for their support; to Superintendents Lindon Christie, 
Stanley Goldman, Gordon Mitchell and the Principals for their guidance; to my Col- 
leagues and the Physical Education Staff, especially Virginia Lovering and Joseph Morey, 
for their dedication has created an excellent program of which they can be proud; to 
Pete Farley, Brockton Enterprise Sports Editor, for his coverage of our athletic teams;
